All  expe¬ 
rience,  among  all  the  various  denominations  of 
Christians  who  have  embarked  in  the  Mission¬ 
ary  caii.sp,  goes  to  prove,  that  the  efforts  made 
to  extend  the  truth  in  foreign  regions,  result  in 
the  increased  energy  and  influence  of  the  body 
at  home.  The  very  title  of  our  Society,  assign¬ 
ing  one  of  its  departments  to  foreign  missions, 
evinces  that  the  Church,  by  its  representatives, 
has  acknowledged  its  duty  on  the  subject.  By 
the  cogent  reasonings  and  earnest  ex|>ostulations 
which  often  appear  in  your  pages,  may  many  of 
its  individual  members,  still  opposed  or  hesita¬ 
ting,  l)€  led  to  change  their  views — and,  while 
they  confess  the  obligations  of  duty,  see  also  that 
it  is  consistent  with  the  soundest  policy. 

One  of  the  most  important  means  of  useful¬ 
ness  in  Greece,  will  be  the  establishment  of  a 
press.

Sir — In  troubling  you,  some  weeks  since,  with 
a  few  lines  on  (lie  need  of  icformation  in  our 
Church  .Music,  my  design  was  merely  to  attract 
to  the  subject  the  attention  of  some  son  of  the 
Churcli,  able  and  willing  to  «  xamiiie  it  to  the 
foundation,  to  trace  up  abuses  to  their  source, 
and  to  (mint  out  the  appropriate  remedy.  As 
no  such  attention  appears  yet  to  have  been 
awakened,  I  feel  inclined  to  add  a  few  words 
more,  in  furtherance  of  the  same  design. 

In  expressing,  at  the  outset,  a  predilection 
for  what  is  termed  syllabic  music,  we  hare  the 
authority  of  the  Church  nearly  three  centuries 
ago,  at  least;  as  is  evinced  by  the  sentiments 
of  Archbishop  Craiimer,  addressed  to  Queen 
Elizabeth.  “  But,  in  my  opinion,”  s*  id  he, 
"  the  song  that  shall  be  made  thereunto  should 
not  he  full  of  notes,  but,  as  near  as  may  be,  for 
every  syllable  a  note,  so  that  it  may  be  sung  dis¬ 
tinctly  and  devoutly,  as  be  in  the  Matins  and 
Even  Song,  Venite,  the  Hymns,  Te  Deum, 
Bencdictus,  Magnificat,  Nunc  Dimittis,  and 
all  the  Psalms  and  Versicles."  '1  he  same  sort 
of  music  is  recommended  by  the  Queen,  in  the 
4iHh  of  her  Injunctions,  in  which  she  "  w  illeth 
that  there  be  a  modest  and  distinct  tong  used  in 
all  parts  of  the  common  prayer  io  the  church, 
that  the  same  may  be  understood  as  if  it  were 
read  without  singing,"  Slc.  To  the  same  pur-

Where  is  the  consistency  of  watching,  with  un¬ 
tiring  vigilance,  the  integrity  of  \.\\e  language, 
and  vet  leaving  the  tune  to  liit*  capiice  of  every 
musical  pedagogue  ?  Or,  if  we  are  so  hap|)y  as 
to  preserve  the  old  chants  in  the  performance 
of  the  prose  liyniiis  and  anthems,  why  should 
we  suffer  all  sorts  of  secular  airs  to  be  thrust 
upon  us,  and  l>e  obliged  in  them  to  sing  our 
metrical  psalms,  or  be  silent  ? 

Perhaps  not  very  many  will  be  unpleasantly 
affected,  by  the  law  of  association,  at  the  hear¬ 
ing  of  secular  airs  in  the  church  ;  yet  when  we 
consider  how  extensively  music  is  cultivated  in 
all  our  cities  and  villages,  we  shall  find  that  the 
number  acquainted  with  the  (lopular  songs  is 
perhaps  too  considerable  to  be  disregarded  iu 
the  estimate.  It  is  ceilainly  taking  a  great  lib¬ 
erty,  and  a  reprehensible  one,  lo  transfer  songs 
from  the  parlour  to  the  cliurcli,  without  even 
consulting  the  minister,  or  the  Bishop.  Yet 
this  indecorum  is  (lerpetrated  iu  almost  all  the 
modern  collections.  Witness  the  pieces  called 
Monleith, Greenville,  Flowerfield,  Elmina,  Mer¬ 
ton,  and  many  others.  Even  "  Auld  lang 
Syne"  is  lately  introduced  into  this  company, 
under  the  names  of  Caledonia,  and  of  Lanark  ' 

The  remedy  for  most  of  these  evils  is  certain¬ 
ly  a  plain  one.  A  slight  acquaintance  with  the 
history  and  state  of  church  music,  is  enough  to 
inform  us  that  there  is  no  difficulty  in  obtain¬ 
ing  pure  copies  of  all  the  old  tunes.
